PROGRESS ON CAPITAL PROJECTS DURING 1987 


Ve 


Renovations Natick Common 

Substantial progress was made in the renovation of Natick 
Common including construction of a new Bandstand and 
construction of all new sidewalks in the common. 


It was possible to include in the project new sidewalks on 
Main Street with decorative brick highlights and shade 
trees. 


The new Natick District Court, located in the former 
Lincoln School, was completed and opened September 1987. 


Traffic Lights at Three Intersections 
A contract was finally awarded for the construction of 
three traffic lights at the following intersections; 


Routes 27 and 135 
Mill and Hartford Streets 
Kendall Lane and West Central Street 


These traffic lights are scheduled to be installed in the 
spring and early summer of 1988. 


Bridge Reconstruction 

The four bridges that cross the railroad in Natick Center 
were all built between 1890 and 1895. They are therefore, 
in need of reconstruction at the same time. In order to 
minimize traffic disruption they will have to be 
reconstructed one at a time. 


A contract has been awarded for the reconstruction of the 
Washington Street Bridge which is scheduled to begin in 
April 1988 and completed in October 1988. 


MAJOR CAPITAL CHALLENGES IN THE NEXT FEW YEARS 


The Town is faced with replacing almost all of its major 
facilities in a short period of time. Although present 
fiscal constraints would lead us to replace these facilities 
over the next 15 years, the present condition of the 
facilities makes it impossible to do that without wasting 
money on inadequate and inefficient facilities.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Natick School Committee continued its efforts to prepare the 
school system for the 1990's. It did so on a number of fronts. 


In January 1987, the Committee established a task force to prepare 
for the 1,000 student high school. Composed of a broadbased 
representation, this task force studied the curriculum, student 
services, the use of the physical plant and appropriate staffing. 
The task force brought its report to the School Committee in 
December. Following a discussion of the report and the 
superintendent's reaction to it, the School Committee voted to 
initiate a number of implementation studies which will take place 
during 1988. 


To complete its work to provide vocational education opportunities 
for Natick youth, the School Committee petitioned the Town Meeting 
for its approval to join the South Middlesex Regional Vocational 
School District - Keefe Tech. Town Meeting overwhelmingly 
supported this petition. Positive votes in three, current-member 
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towns confirmed that Natick will become a member of that regional 
district in July 1988, 


The Committee prepared for its second round of school 
rehabilitation by obtaining the approval of Town Meeting for 2.6 
million dollar bond issue for the two middle schools. The 
architect is currently completing the working drawings in 
anticipation of the Committee's filing for state reimbursement. 
The current schedule calls for the work to commence in July 1988. 


The issue of rehabilitating or replacing the existing Cole School 
became an important decision for the Committee. Responding to a 
plan submitted by the school administration, the Committee has 
held an initial public hearing on the merits of replacing Cole 
with an addition to the Brown School. During 1988, the School 
Committee will have to decide on the appropriate course of action 
and proceed with implementation. 


In actions directly related to programs, the School Committee 
adopted a new homework policy and a policy addressing requirements 
for the secondary math sequence. The Committee approved the 
addition of new courses in mathematics, science and social science 
for the 1988-89 school year. 


The Early Childhood Advisory Committee brought its report to the 
School Committee in June. Based upon its review of the report, 
the School Committee has asked the school administration to 
examine the kindergarten entrance age and the scope of the current 
kindergarten program and report back to it in early 1988. 


The Department of Education audit of the special education program 
and the NEASC evaluation of the Natick High School produced two 
important reports which the Committee has to address. The 
Committee began implementing recommendations contained in these 
reports during 1987 and will continue to do so over the next 
several years. 


The School Committee looks at 1987 with satisfaction. A number of 
its initiatives have resulted in very positive outcomes. Coupled 
with the work of various study groups, the Committee's efforts are 
bringing the school system to the threshold of the 1990's ina 
sound condition. 


We wish to thank the employees of the school system, parents and 
other citizens and the several town boards and departments that 
have provided us with support during the year. Participation and 
cooperation continue to serve as hallmarks of our endeavor.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


We are pleased to report on some of the educational activities 
that took place in the school system during 1987. The system's 
ability to respond effectively to its responsibilities is the 
product of the leadership of the School Committee, the efforts of 
the staff and the support of the community-at-large. 


The past year witnessed increased activity in the area of 
personnel recruitment. As a reflection of some enrollment 
increases at the elementary level coupled with retirements of 
staff, the system hired twenty-eight new persons. In addition, we 
hired two administrators to fill vacancies resulting from 
retirements. It is interesting to note that the School Committee 
has appointed seven new secondary school administrators within the 
last two years. The increasing number of retirements over the 
next several years will make personnel recruitment a critical 
issue. 


The system-wide curriculum council placed a heavy emphasis on 
reading and the language arts this year. It also addressed plans 
for initiating a system-wide writing program. The work of the 
secondary school mathematics department heads resulted in the 
development and adoption of criteria for the mathematics sequence. 
The foreign language department is continuing its work to 
integrate the oral proficiency approach into its program. The 
science and social studies departments developed new courses for 
implementation next year. 


The entire staff of the high school spent considerable time in 
preparing for the NEASC Visiting Committee. The Visiting 
Committee's report is now available and the staff will turn its 
attention to implementing the recommendations it contains. 


The elementary schools are now preparing for their prospective 
evaluations by the NEASC. The Memorial School staff is completing 
the self-evaluation it began in 1987 in anticipation of the 
visitation in May 1988. Brown & Cole Schools have begun their 
joint self-evaluation for the May 1989 visitation. This is an 
exciting and energying process. It provides the faculties with an 
opportunity for renewal. 


The system-wide direction of special education is in a period of 
transition from a highly centralized model to a building-based 
model. We took steps to move in that direction in September with 
the establishment of the pre-referral teams and the development of 
plans for skill building with elementary staff. This move is 
quite appropriate in light of the direction that the federal and 
state education authorities are promulgating.

The cultural arts program, particularly at the elementary school 
level, enjoyed a banner year. A wide-variety of programs 
featuring all types of artists performed in the schools. Memorial 
School enjoyed an artist-in-residence whose theme was "a world of 
differences." The system's collaboration with the Natick Arts 
Council and Opera Boston brought two operas and associated 
programs to the students and the community. 


The system has now implemented all of the elements of Chapter 188. 
School Improvement Councils have become an integral part of the 
operation of each school. The professional staff has responded 
with enthusiasm to the opportunities provided by the Horace Mann 
grant program. This enthusiasm is evident in the work that the 
professionals have produced. The system is using the results of 
the several, state-mandated tests to examine its curriculum. 


The Natick Public Schools is an exciting place to be for students 
and staff alike. The staff at every level are making conscious 
efforts to strengthen the system. The students, for the most 
part, seem to be taking advantage of the myriad of opportunities 
that are available to them. The support of the people of Natick 
and their elected School Committee persons creates the climate 
within which such growth is encouraged.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The purpose of your Fire Department is to prevent fires, save 
lives and protect property. Departmental emphasis and direction 
has been redefined in 1987. The development and implementation of 
several new programs will be of direct benefit to the Town of 
Natick and her citizenry. The results will be a more efficient 
delivery of services that will be directly reflected in the 
commercial insurance rates and performance of Fire Department 
personnel. 


The prevention of fire will result in the saving of lives and a 
reduction in property loss within the community. Fire Prevention 
in 1987 has become the main priority of every member of the Natick 
Fire Department, through the implementation of an on-going "In 
Service Inspection" program. All schools, institutions, 
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commercial, mercantile and industrial occupancies will be 
inspected twice yearly by their district fire companies. An added 
benefit will result in your firefighters becoming familiar with 
the people and structures they protect. 


Standard duties of the Fire Prevention Bureau have continued 
through the issuing of permits and answering complaints. 


New construction projects have been monitored through the plan 
review process and on-site inspection during construction phases, 
to ensure code compliance. 


Our school children are the most valuable asset the Town of Natick 
possesses. Fire safety educational programs have been designed 
and presented during 1987 and have been accepted with a high 
degree of enthusiasm. The coming year will find much emphasis in 
this area at the elementary, middle and high school levels.

Throughout 1987, your firefighters have been utilizing all 
available resources throughout the community for training 
purposes. Structures slated for demolition, ponds and used 
automobiles have been employed to develop and improve firefighting 
and vehicle extrication skills. 


Four department officers have been graduated from the Mass. 
Firefighting Academy following an intensive, four week management 
and supervisory course. 


The year to come will see the entire officer cadre being 
comprehensively trained in management skills. 


Seven new firefighters were appointed in 1987, and each received 


two weeks of preliminary firefighting training. These new men, 
plus seven more anticipated appointees will receive seven 
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additional weeks of recruit firefighting training at the Mass. 
Firefighting Academy. 


COMMUNICATION DIVISION 

Fire Alarm: Four civilian dispatchers were hired and trained in 
1987, thus allowing four firefighters to return to fire 
Suppression duty. Communications personnel have done their usual 
fine job in maintaining the alarm system in top notch repair. All 
master boxes have been tested and repairs applied where needed. 
Fourteen additional master alarm boxes were added to the system. 


Radio System: Fire, Police and D.P.W. radio systems have been 
upgraded and maintained. 


Traffic Control; All traffic control signals have received the 


necessary attention and the four signal knockdowns were promptly 
attended to. 


Holiday Lighting: Special recognition is in order to 


Communication's personnel for the huge effort put forth, dressing 
Natick in the holiday spirit. 


Apparatus; All pumping engines and appurtenant equipment have 
been duly tested and are in excellent running condition. Ladder 
#1 has been re-powered with a diesel engine and automatic 
transmission that should extend the operational ability of that 
apparatus for a good number of years, both as a front line piece 


and spare apparatus when replacement comes due.

1987 has been a year of marked transition for the Natick Police 
Department. Chief John Arena, as well as Patrolmen George F. 
Barnicle, John J. Quilty and James E. McGilvray retired from the 
department, all after years of distinguished service to the Town. 
During July the Board of Selectmen postponed the selection of a 
permanent Police Chief, and will seek town approval of removing 
the position from Civil Service. Since that time I have, at the 
direction of the Selectmen, assumed the duties of the office and 
oversee the day to day operations of the department. Mr. Michael 
J. Rourke, Deputy Town Administrator, has undertaken an 
administrative support role and has been of invaluable help during 
this period of change. The Department's administrative efforts 
have focused primarily in the following areas: 


We have implemented a fundamental reorganization of several key 
operational divisions with the Department. An evaluation of the 
effectiveness of the orgnization in both the delivery of service 
and utilization of both assets and resources is ongoing. 
Lieutenant Cashman has provided outstanding leadership in the 
Operation/Command staff. 


The process of determining the short term renovation of the Police 
Station began with the engagement of L.E.A. Architects. Following 
completion of the planning stages and with the endorsement of the 
Finance Committee the Fall Town Meeting appropriated $20,000 to 
this end. During September the Natick District Court vacated its 
office spaces and facilities on the second floor of the building. 
Work is currently underway to refurbish these spaces for use by 
the department's administrative staff as well as the Detective 
Bureau. In this area I feel that a note of commendation is in 
order for Lieutenant Ralph V. Mastro who has overseen this project 
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from the planning and drafting stages through the bidding process, 
and is supervising the work phase. 


A review of the entire F.Y. 88 budget was conducted with an eye 
towards determining funding priorities for F.Y. 89. Several areas of 
the Police budget, notably the lines for eqiupment and traning 

costs, were reduced during F.Y. 82 following the implementation of 
proposition 2 1/2. These figures have remained virtually 

unchanged since that time, and I feel that a return to the levels 

of F.Y. 81 would allow us to make significant progress. 


In addition to the Police Training which has been enhanced, we 

have embarked upon a program of Human Relations training through 
the utilization of the Employee Assistance Program. During October 
orientation for supervisors was conducted. The session was aimed 
@e ume first line supervisor being sensitive to the pressure, 
stress and resulting behavior in police work. Also during 

October, two one-day stress awareness workshops were conducted for 
members of the Department. 


During the year new contracts were negotiated and ratified with 
the Collective Bargaining Units within the Department. Several 
meetings have been conducted with representatives of the unions to 
discuss contract provisions and put into effect the mechanisms for 
Performance Appraisal and a new "Operations Safety & Efficiency 
Committee". I am confident that this collaborative effort will be 
profitable for all and will afford us the benefit of the corporate 
body of knowledge and experience. 


The crime rate for Natick has remained remarkably consistent with 
the previous year. The reduced number of crimes against property, 
enjoyed both here and in the Metro-West area and throughout the 
Commonwealth, is in large measure due to the currently favorable 
economic environment. There has been a marked increase in the 
number of persons cited for Operating Under the Influence of 
Alcohol. Natick is fortunate to have both the Natick Alcohol and 
Drug Advisory Council (NADAC), a community group working on issues 
of drug and alcohol abuse, as well as an active chapter of 
Students Against Driving Drunk (SADD). The increased public 
awareness of this menace has been gratifying. 


Unfortunately, I must also report that three fatal motor vehicle 
accidents occurred during 1987, plus one pedestrian who was struck 
and killed. Charges of drug and alcohol abuse have been lodged in 
one of these tragedies. 
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At the beginning of the current school year Sargeant Walter F. 
Horning, our Safety Officer, introduced Project DARE (Drug 
Awareness and Resistance Education) throughout the Natick 
elementary schools. This innovative program involves police 
officers in positive, non-punitive roles, helping children develop 
positive attitudes toward police officers and greater respect for 
the law. This program is directed primarily at the fifth grade, 
the last year of elementary school, and will assist in coping with 
the severe peer pressure encountered at the middle and high school 
levels regarding drugs and alcohol. 


Fortunately, no Natick Police Officer has ever been killed in the 
line of duty. However, during the past decade assaults on Police 
Officers throughout the Nation have been on the increase. Police 
Oficers as close as Milford and Holliston have been slain. I am 
endeavoring during 1988, to provide each member of the Department 
with a protective vest. This will be achieved through a 
combination of donations from local businesses, Natick Local 311, 
International Brotherhood of Police Officers, as well as a capital 
expenditure by the Town. 


I would like to thank Captain Neil Osgood and the men of the 
Natick Police Auxiliary Unit for their excellent and faithful 
service during the past year. I feel that there have been many 
recent indications of both improvement and development within the 
Department during 1987. I would like to thank the Board of 
Selectmen for their confidence in me by providing this opportunity 
to head the Natick Police Department. I would particularly like 
to thank all of the members of the Natick Police Department for 
their support and cooperation during the past six months.

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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


As in previous years we are continuing to update and standardize 
our fleet of equipment. The new Landfill Compactor came on line 
in late summer, a Mack sander and plow in May and other smaller 
pieces to assist in daily Department of Public Works operations. 


The addition of the Police vehicles and garage has brought the 
need for another mechanic welder. We have established a 
Preventative Maintenance Program for all town vehicles. This 
program seems to be working well with less down time and vehicle 
appearance has improved. 


The repowering of the Fire Department ladder truck was a timely 
investment. The overhauling of major equipment, refinishing of 
bodies, field work and other division duties is a compliment to 
the men in this division. 


1987, the Sanitation Division went to a four day collection week. 

This improved collections, especially during a holiday week. The 

division will continue to monitor the collection process to ensure 
that the rubbish will be picked up efficiently. 


During the past year, work continued on covering areas in the 
landfil to comply with DEQE regulations. The lease of a new 
compactor helped the operations run more efficiently. A 
contractor was located to periodically remove the metal pile. In 
an effort to beautify and cleanup the landfill, several 
improvements will take place in 1988. 


During 1987, 1,811,818,000 gallons of water were pumped. 
Approximately five miles of obsolete 2" water main was replaced 
with 6" ductile iron pipe. A total of 1.1 miles of new water main 
8" and over were laid, 27 hydrants were replaced and 77 hydrants 
repaired. 417 water leaks repaired, 75 water services were 
relayed and 126 new water services installed. 587 water meters 
were replaced and 350 meters repaired. The ongoing rehabilitation 
of the wells is continuing. All water mains were flushed twice 
during 1987 and our ongoing leak detection program is keeping 
water loss to a minimum. 


A study is being conducted into the feasibility of installing high 
pressure filtration systems on all existing wells. Plans for the 
installation of one of two projected wells at the Elm Bank well 
site are continuing. 
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DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


1.0 miles of new sewer main were added to the system during 1987. 
There were 114 new sewer problems detected and repaired. 
Rehabilitation work was completed on the Prime Park Sewer Pumping 
Station and bids were awarded for the rehabilitation of the Moore 
Street and Crescent Street Sewer Pumping Stations. All sewer 
mains were flushed twice during the year, with special attention 
being given to know trouble spots. A system wide 
Inflow/Infiltration Inspection along with a Sewer System 
Evaluation Study is continuing.

Relaying several sections of sewer mains where there is an ongoing 
problem. 


Rehabilitation of the Jennings Pond, Grove Road and Oak Street 
(Pit) Sewer Pumping Station is being planned. 


A study is being undertaken to determine the feasibility of 
eliminating the Bay State Road Sewer Pumping Station and replacing 
it with a gravity line emptying into the summit manhole on Patton 
Road, at a considerable long term savings to the Town. 


The annual oiling and peastoning program covered five miles of 
road this year, in addition hot-top overlay was performed on 
approximately seven miles of road that required the raising of 
over 350 castings by division personnel. 


At the Town Gravel Plant, operating in-house by the division, made 
approximately 3500 cubic yards of sand, 520 cubic yards of 
peastone and 350 cubic yards of stone-dust. 


An extensive sweeping program covered all paved streets in Town. 

The new parking deck and other Municipal parking lots were swept 

three times during the year; many damaged and broken curbing was 

repaired or replaced. Street drains were repaired or replaced at 
now trouble spots and 60% of the drainage system was flushed. 


The annual painting program encompassing crosswalks, stop lines 
and signs, and center lines on roadways completed; numerous street 
name and traffic warning signs were installed and damaged ones 
replaced. 


Expanding the hot-top overlay program to encompass an additional 
seven miles of road. 
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Continuation of the oiling peastoning programs to cover section of 
the Town not yet done. 


Extend drain and basin cleaning and repair programs. 


Upgrade and modernize all existing roads with current state of the 
art safety devices and signs. 


Continue sand and gravel production at the Town Gravel Pit. 


Among the project goals for the coming year are expanding the 
hot-top overlay program, continuing the oil and peastone progran.

1987 proved to be one of the most productive years of this five 
year old division.

elementary schools.

BOARD OF HEALTH 


The following communicable diseases were reported to the Board of 
Health during 1987:

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Home visits made for contagion and other related matters totalled 
968. Tine and Mantoux tests for TB totalled 273. 21 were 
positive reactors; 10 individuals were placed on chemoprophylaxis, 
to be checked every 3-4 months for 9-18 months as indicated by 
progress. 


A total of 44 babies attended the Board of Health's Well Child 
conferences, and 82 various immunizations were administered. 


There were 7 premature births reported for 1987. No applications 
for financial aid were received. Premature and post partum home 
visits totalled 44. 


Forty-one weekly Blood Pressure Screening Clinics were held. 394 
residents attended and 38 were referred to their private 
physicians. 


Four flu Clinics were held according to State guidelines. A total 
of 956 residents were inoculated. 


Skin Cancer Screeening Clinic was held in June. 62 residents 
were screened and 37 were referred to their private physicians. 


Additional screenings were conducted for Diabetes and Glaucoma. 


105 immunizations and 107 TB tests were administered to school-age 
children who were referred by the School Department. 


The Public Health Nurse represented the Board of Health at the 
Interagency Child Abuse & Neglect Workshops and at seminars on 
Aids, Alzheimer's Disease, Stress, and Communicable & Sexually 
Transmitted Diseases. 


The annual Rabies Clinics were held in May and June; a total of 
289 dogs and cats were inoculated, and $1,152 in fees were 
returned to the Town Treasury. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for various 
licenses, permits, and inspections totalled $28,511.50. 


A total of 7,308 doses of various biologics were distributed to 
Natick physicians during 1986. 


A total of 776 inspections were conducted of 258 food 
establishments of all types, including restaurants, markets, 
bakeries, caterers, clubs, shcools, canteen trucks, food 
manufacturers, fairs, and a circus. A total of 2,233 inspections, 
complaint investigations, progress inspections, and field 
consultations were made by Board of Health staff relative to 
environmental sanitation and other public health matters. Water 
testing totalled 211 individual tests. 
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A total of 45 Show Cause Hearings, Court Cases, and Administrative 
Hearings were necessary in 1987. 


Implementation of the Underground Storage Tank Bylaw continued 
during 1987. By the end of the year, most older tanks had been 
either successfully tested for leakage or removed. 14 .of 25 enono 
owned under-ground storage tanks tested tight. The Johnson School 
tank was replaced and one of two tanks at Wilson Middle School was 
taken out of service. The remaining 9 tanks required piping and 
gasket work and will be tested in the Spring of 1988. 


On May 2nd, the Board of Health sponsored Natick's second 
Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day at the Clean Harbors 
facility on Mercer Road. Thirty-seven 55 gallon drums, two 
30-gallon and forty-three 5-gallon containers of hazardous 
materials were collected, sorted, and properly disposed of which 
would otherwise have found their way into the Natick Landfill. 
Clean Harbors, Inc. donated the labor and disposal costs. Our 
next collection day will be on May 14, 1988. 


Natick's Smoking By-law went into effect late in November. The 
by-law essentially prohibits smoking in most work places and in 
buildings accessible to the public, and it requires most 
restaurants to provide "no smoking" sections. The Director of 
Public Health will work toward full implementation of this by-law 
during 1988. 


The Board of Health was saddened in November by the unexpected 
death of long-time member John E. Goodman, D.M.D. Dr. Goodman had 
served on the Board since 1963. John Cary Parsons II was 
appointed to fill the vacancy on December 7th.

A new fee schedule was approved by the Board of Selectmen. Our 
records show an increase of permits issued for this year by 468. 
The total monies received for this year, more than doubled that of 
the previous year, the amount being $380,080.42, which has been 
turned over to the Town Treasurer. With permission from the Board 
of Selectmen, we have, within the fee schedule, a new category, 
re-inspections, for which there is a charge of $25.00. 


A new office building has been erected on East Central Street and 
is partially occupied, at this time. A second office building is 
being constructed on Union Street and should be ready for 
occupancy in '88. Oak Hill Estates II has begun construction for 
single residential homes with occupancy taking place in '88. Two 
permits have been issued for two residential buildings being 
erected on South Main Street and School Street referred to as 
Chestnut Place. There will be a total of 18 apartments available 
upon completion. The Eastleigh Development has begun construction 
with six permits issued and more to be issued. The foundation 
permit for the multi-family residence at 42-46 Summer Street has 
been issued. Plans for issuing the entire permit are in progress 
now. 


The movie theatre across the street from the Town Hall with the 
block of stores has been completely razed and we expect 
construction on the new buildings to begin in the Spring. Permits 
for the renovation of the Natick Mall were issued this year. A 
permit for the addition to the Middlesex Bay Bank for new office 
Space to be located abutting the parking area, has been issued. 
The new Carlin Office Building has been started and the shell 
completed.

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BOARD OF APPEALS 


In 1987 the Zoning Board of Appeals scheduled 118 Public Hearings. 
Many petitions filed involved site plan review, requiring several 
meetings for continuation of hearings and deliberations. Various 
petitions before the Board involved multi-family housing units to 
be located near or within the Downtown Mixed Use Zoning District. 


The following multi-family developments were approved by the 
Board: 


North Avenue_and Walnut Street 


The old baseball factory was converted into 20 residential 
condominium units with commercial uses remaining on the first 
floor level. In addition to on site parking in conjunction with 
the residential and commercial uses, additional parking spaces 
were required by the Board to assure there would be no problems 
created by tenants parking on street. These units have been 
completed and are occupied. 


Natick Place _ -_ East Central Street 


The Colonial Movie Theatre located in the downtown center, which 
had not been utilized as such for many years, together with retail 
stores located on East Central Street, and several old residences 
between Clarendon and Mulligan Streets, have been raised to allow 
for a large development known as Natick Place, which will include 
107 condominum apartment units, and a separate structure that will 
be occupied for office and retail use. Parking facilities for 
this development, for the most part, will be located underground, 
and some surface parking places will be provided. 


South Main & School Streets 


Construction is presently underway to construct eighteen townhouse 
units at South Main and School Streets, and 12 underground parking 
spaces will be provided, and 15 surface parking spaces. 


Summer. Street 


The warehouse structure located at 36, 40 and 46 Summer Street 
across from the municipal parking lot has been removed and a 
foundation permit has been issued to provide for a new building 
that will include 40 condominium units, with underground parking 
facilities. 
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Church Street and Bee Street 


A smaller complex is being constructed at the corner of Bee Street 
and Church Street and will contain (8) units, (four 2-bedroom and 
four 1-bedroom units) with parking provided underground. 


East Central _and Dewey Streets 


This multi-family residential building will comprise 21 dwelling 
units with associated parking and two older homes will be raised 
to allow for the constuction of the new building. 


Natick Mills_- North Main Street 


Another project approved by the Zoning Board located a short 
distance from the downtown mixed use district, was the Natick 
Mills Project, which when converted will provde (93) rental units 
at 60 North Main Street. The site is the large Natick Mills 
Building, and 50% of the units will be reserved for low and 
moderate income people, for which there is a substantial need in 
the community. 


The Downtown Mixed Use Zoning District replaced the Commercial I 
Zoning District and it was enacted in 1979 to allow new uses such 
as housing and to insure that existing businesses located within 
the center would not be necessarily restrained by stringent zoning 
requirements. Its intent was to provide for new housing 
opportunities located near stores, transportation and municipal 
services and at the same time increase resident population within 
walking distance of the downtown business community, and to 
provide improved economic viability to the center, while adding to 
the housing stock of the community. The most sensitive point 
regarding downtown development is without doubt the parking 
situation. To avoid any additional complications to the downtown 
parking problems, the Board has attempted in its approval of all 
housing devlopments to require sufficient parking to satisfy the 
needs of each complex. 


Town Meeting voted to approve several zoning articles submitted by 
the Board which would allow daycare centers to be implemented in 
certain business areas. 


Richard A. Glaser relocated to a new community and resigned after 
serving as a Regular Member of the Board for (9) years. The Board 
would like to express its appreciation for the exemplary legal 
expertise he provided the Board and the Town during his terms of 
office. 
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Robert C. Troccolo an Associate Member of the Board was appointed 
to fulfill the expired term of Richard A. Glaser, and ‘Ronald E. 
Lustig was appointed as an Associate Member.

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PLANNING BOARD 


This past year has been another very busy period for your Planning 
Board as development interest in Natick continues to mirror the 
fast track growth of the MetroWest area. While Natick's 
convenient location and pleasant setting attract development 
interest, remaining undeveloped parcels of land frequently 
represent ‘problem sites', which require more detail evaluation 
and increased coordination with other Town agencies and interested 
abutters. For these reasons site visits, where Baord members 
conduct field review of proposed development sites, have played a 
more prominent role in our deliberations. The following sumarize 
major Planning Board actions during 1987:

LOOKOUT FARM 

Off Glen Street, adjacent to Lookout Farm. Nineteen single family 
house lots were approved. The developer is installing a sewer 
line from his property to Pleasant Street and will construct major 
permanent drainage improvements in the adjacent Lookout Farm as 
recommended by the US Soil Conservation Service which will lessen 
the severe run-off problems which have been experienced along Glen 
Street. 


Off of Speen Street and North of Pinehurst Avenue. Nine single 
family house lots were approved. 


OAKLAND _ TERRACE 

Off of Oakland Street Extension and East of West Street. This 
five lot subdivision is a modification of a plan previously 
approved. 


Off of Speen Street and South of Pond Street. Six single family 
house lots were approved conditioned, among other things, upon 
developer cooperation with the Natick Historical Commission to 
preserve the Coolidge House (c. 1745) on the site. 


Off of Carlson Terrace and Sylvester Road. Ten single family 
house lots were approved. 


Off of Cypress and Magnolia Roads on Lake Cochituate. This 
fourteen, single family subdivision was approved with requirements 
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for road improvements to Cypress Road. The developer will install 
a sewage pumping station sized to service anticipated area 
requirements in addition to those of this development. 


Off of Oak Street south of Winter Street. Three single family 
house lots were approved. 


One single family house lot was approved off of Strawberry Hill 
Road. 


STILLMAN_STREET_EXTENSION 


Off of Stillman and North of Harding requirements for road 
improvements to Stillman Road.

BROOK HOLLOW 

Off Union Street, South of Brook Street. Approval of this one lot 
single family subdivision, adjacent to a four lot Approval Not 
Required development fronting Union Street was in accordance with 
conditions terminating legal action by the Board against the 


developer 


NONESUCH POND ESTATES _I1 

Off the westerly end of Indian Rock Drive on Nonesuch Pond. This 
eight lot single family subdivision was disapproved because of 
excessive development on a cul-de-sac road significantly exceeding 
Natick's 500 ft. maximum length and non-compliance with Board of 
Health sewer recommendations. Planning Board action on this 


project is currently under appeal. 


PLEASANT _HILL_ ESTATES 
Off Bacon Street, east of Walnut Street. This thirteen single 
family subdivision proposal was withdrawn by the developer after 


preliminary discussions. 


SHOPPER'S WORLD 

A subdivision plan for the Natick land involved in the proposal 
for the reconstruction and major expansion of this large shopping 
mall, which had been the subject of repeated requests for 
extension of time was withdrawn by the developer pending 
resolution of developer litigation. 


Off Bacon Street, from Oak Street to Oakridge Avenue. Hearings on 
this twenty-eight single family subdivision were concluded. A 
decision will be voted in early 1988. 
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HAMLET 

North of Wooland Street and West of Union Street. This 
seventy-one unit, single family subdivision was filed in July 1986 
on a site which had been the subject of a cluster plan proposal in 
1985 which had been rejected by the Planning Board and is now 
under appeal. The developer has requested, and been granted, 
numerous extensions of time for hearings on the subdivision plan 
to benefit from additional dialogue with abutters and to conduct 
planning studies leading to preparation of a more acceptable 
cluster proposal. It is understood that the developer may 
conclude this effort in early 1988. 


South of Morningside Avenue and East of Cottage Street. This 
sixty single family subdivision also was the site of a cluster 
plan proposal in 1985 which was rejected by the Planning Board and 
is now under appeal. The developer has requested repeated 
extensions of time to allow for consideration of the Hamlet site. 
Both sites are owned by the Fafard Companies. 


SUBDIVISION NOT REQUIRED PLANS 

A total of 38 plans submitted as not requiring subdivision were 
submitted to the Board. Of these 32 were signed and six were 
rejected since it was determined that they constituted 


subdivisions. 


The Board of Appeals referred to the Planning Board for comment 
__._. petitions requested a variance, special permit or site 
planning reviw. Where appropriate the Planning Board presented 
written and/or oral testimony to the Board of Appeals stating its 
views on the issues involved. 


SITE_PLAN_ REVIEWS _-_ SPECIAL PERMITS 

A minor change to the last phase of the Phillips Pond Cluster 
development was requested and approved. The changes are 
principally in the internal road configuration and do not entail 
changes in size, density or character of the plan. 


NATICK EXECUTIVE PARK, PHASE I11 

The Special Permit By-Law requires re-hearing if construction is 
not started within one year of approval. The Board voted to grant 
an extension of the special permit for Phase III for an additional 
year. 


Application for Special Permit on this proposal has been filed and 
hearings are scheduled to begin early in 1988. This proposal 
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comes under the clustered residential development provisions 
incorporated into the Office and Professional ('AP') District 
by-law by the action of Town Meeting in 1988. A total of 
seventeen units are involved.

METROWEST GROWTH MANAGEMENT COMMITTEE 


The MetroWest Growth Management Committee is an alliance of nine 
municipalities -- Ashland, Framingham, Marlborough, Natick, 
Southborough, Sudbury, Wayland, Wellesley and Weston -- and the 
Metropolitan Area Planning Council. Marlborough was granted full 
voting membership in the fall of 1987. 


During 1987 MetroWest has continued to enhance communication and 
cooperation among member communities -- and between member 
communities and state agencies -- on land use, housing and traffic 
issues created by growth and development pressures in the region. 
Through the Committee, the Transportation Task Force and the 
Housing Task Force, MetroWest has provided forums for discussion 
of local issues which have regional implications. 


MetroWest initiated a voluntary Regional Impacts Review (RIR) 
process. Through RIR, MetroWest offers comments to local 
decision-making authorities regarding the potential regional 
impacts of proposed developments, and suggest mitigation measures 
which the local authorities may choose to incorporate in their 
decisions. 


MetroWest's comments to the Executive Office of Environmental 
Affairs (EOEA) on a number of Environmental Impact Reports (EIRs), 
have ensured that local and regional concerns were voiced 
carefully and thoroughly. MetroWest worked with the Executive 
Office of Environmental Affairs, MEPA Unit to require a Generic 
EIR on all uses of package sewage treatment plants in the state, 
including their land use impacts. 


Through its alliance with the other members of MetroWest, Natick 
has access to information with which to make even better local 
decisions, has been able to coordinate development concerns of 
mutual interest with our neighboring towns and has a greater 
ability to influence development decisions affecting the future of 
the region. MetroWest was funded by local contributions and a 
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Strategic Planning Grant from the Executive Office of Communities 
and Development from July 1986 to June 1987. Natick provides 

office facilities to MetroWest and has contributed $5,000 towards 
the MetroWest budget for the fiscal year July, 1987 to June, 1988.

METROPOLITAN AREA PLANNING COUNCIL 


Natick is a valued member of the Metropolitan Area Planning 
Council (MAPC), the regional planning agency for 101 cities and 
towns in the greater Boston region. The Council provides planning 
services in the areas of land use, economic development, housing, 
transportation, and environmental .quality to Natick and other 
member communities. 


In 1987, Natick received MAPC assistance with information on 
creating land trusts, residential conversions, and strategies to 
create affordable housing. Phase II of the Route 9 Corridor 
Planning Study also continued during the year. That project 
included an analysis of the development potential for sections of 
the corridor along Natick, Framingham, Southborough, and Wellesley 
areas and has been expanded to include the area known as the Golden 
Triange -- along Route 9, 30, and Speen Street. MAPC continued to 
work with the MetroWest Growth Committee to review data and 
recommendations for the Route 9 project and other issues. 


Through the MetroWest Growth Mangement Committee's request for 
assistance, MAPC staffed the MetroWest Housing Task Force and 
helped to coordinate and sponsor the Fair Housing/Affordable 
Housing conference for area officials and residents. 


Other MAPC assistance to the Town in association with MetroWest 
Committee was provided including: advice on local roads funding; 
extensive review of the Shopper's World development project 
Environmental Impact Review (EIR); data compilation in support of 
an EIR for the state's proposal to widen the Massachusetts 
Turnpike. 


Several other regional projects were produced by the Council for 
Natick and neighboring communities to promote sound planning 
activities. These projects included several how-to-manuals, such 
as Ihe Catalog of Techniques for Preserving Housing 
Affordability, a compilation of methods that towns may consider 
implementing to preserve affordable housing stock; and Ihe Growth 
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Management Catalog, an easy-to-use reference book that describes 
more than 40 techniques, regulations, programs and services for 
managing growth. 


The Council also compiled and developed the MAPC 1987 Sites 
Survey Update, which is a complete, current listing of vacant 
commercial and industrial sites in the MAPC region. The survey is 
a useful planning tool for anticipating or promoting locations for 
new development. 


Several transportation projects were also completed by MAPC to 
help Natick and other communities address local traffic concerns. 
MAPC'S Pavement Management Forecasting Model software were 
created to help highway superintendents improve methods for 
analyzing road reconstruction and maintenance needs in order to 
more efficiently plan and expend local roadway budgets. 


Other Council functions include review and comment on projects and 
programs affecting the region, publications, forums and 
legislative initiatives to facilitate better planning.

In 1987, the primary concentration for Town Counsel was in the 
areas of bidding, conflict of interest, contracts, elections, 
insurance, licenses, provision control, Town meeting and zoning. 


Among the projects which required legal assistance were: 
Conveyance of the Maria Hayes School and West School; conveyance 
of the property at 10 Wilson Street; negotiations regarding 
purchase of the West Suburban Arena property, negotiations for a 
computer contract; Charter Amendments proposed by the Charter 
Review Committee; a Town Meeting Article requesting removal of the 
Police Chief from Civil Service; a revaluation contract; a 
contract for the Neighborhood Bus Program; lease of the Lincoln 
School to the Natick District Court; a contract for renovations to 
the ‘Police Station; lease of land from Saint Patrick's Church for 
parking; an architect contract for middle school renovations; and 
contracts for service repair and renovations. 


Several lawsuits were resolved in 1987 including an appeal 
regarding the Hunnewell Subdivison, which was settled to the 
satisfaction of the Town; two zoning appeals in which the position 
of the Board of Appeals was upheld; an appeal from the 
comprehensive permits issued for the Maria Hayes School and the 
West School, which was settled to the satisfaction of the Board of 
Appeals; one zoning prosecution in which the Town's position was 
upheld; and one bidding case in which the appelant's claim was 
upheld. 


Several lawsuits were pending at the end of 1987 including two 
personal injury claims, twelve zoning appeals, a claim by a former 
employee for overtime benefits and three civil rights claims. 


I wish to thank all Town personnel for their courteous assistance

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DIRECTOR OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


I hereby submit my Annual Report of Veteran's Services and 
Benefits for the year ending December 31, 1987. 


During 1987 this office gave financial assistance to 389 people. 
The Commonwealth of Massachusetts reimburses the Cities and Towns 
75% of the amount of aid given. 


For a veteran and his/her dependents to be eligible for assistance 
through this program the veteran must have an honorable discharge 
from the armed forces. As required by the State Department of 
Veterans Services, governed under the G.L. of the Commonwealth, 
Chapter 115, married veterans must provide copies of their 
marriage certificate and, if there are children, birth 
certificates of their chilidren. Bank reports and wage reports 
are required of all applicants. These documents are kept in our 
files and all are kept in confidence. Veterans and their 
dependents should safeguard documents so that they will be 
available when needed and a search will not delay the veterans 
benefits. 


Each case is thoroughly investigated by the Director and approved 
by the State Department of Veteran's Services before 
reimbursement. 


During 1987 discharge of Assignments amounting to $1,255.75 were 
paid to the Department of Veterans Services for the Town of Natick 
and turned over to the Comptroller. 


VETERANS_SERVICES 


During 1987 we had 4,169 telephone calls and personal contacts 
from peole who are veterans and dependents of veterans who were 
looking for advice and counseling on matters pertaining to 
veterans affairs. 


In 1987, $256,976.00 in Veterans Administration benefits were 
received in the Town of Natick and credited to the Natick 
Department of Veterans! Services Office. Death insurance benefits 
for widows(ers) who filed through this office amounted to 
$120,000. 


wey etatea in prior reports, this office is a “One Stop Center" for 
veterans and their dependents. Some of the benefits filed through 
this office are compensation disabilities both non-service and 
service connected, widows(ers), pensions, education progran, 
certification for tax abatement, certification for G.I. Loans, 
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death benefits, insurance and the new education assistance program 
Chapter 106. All of these monies go directly to the veteran and 
his/her dependents providing a great saving to the Town of Natick 
tax payer. This work is in addition to our other duties to aid, 
assist and advise on all veterans matters. 


Our goal is to make sure that veterans and their dependents are 
not short changed on their benefits.

This past year the Natick Department of Veterans' Services applied 
for and was awarded a grant of $1,500.00 by the State Commissioner 
of Veterans Services for maintenance and repair of veterans graves 
and memorials. This money was paid to contractors who repaired 
and restored various graves in Dell Park and Saint Patrick's 
Cemeteries. The Department has applied for another State Grant 
for 1988, with the use of these grants we hope to upgrade all 
veterans graves in Natick cemeteries by 1989. 


This year I have replaced 131 either missing or corroded markers 
in various cemeteries in the Town of Natick. 
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The caretaker of the North Cemetery is paid $200.00 for care of 
veterans graves, Eliot Cemetery is paid $100.00 and Glenwood 
Cemetery is paid $30.00 for the care of veterans graves.

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MORSE INSTITUTE 


The Director of the Library is pleased to report on the following 
activities and accomplishments which helped us toward the goal of 
providing the best possible library service for the community of 
Natick: 


- The Young People's Library continued its varied program of 
storyhours, storycrafts, films, and summer reading activities. 
Two ten week and one six week series were held with two three 
year old and two four year old groups of pre-schoolers 
participating in the storyhours. Silver Apple Storytime for 
families was offered during three separate series during the 
year and drew packed houses at all times. Tours for groups and 
individualized instruction in the use of the Library are 
available at all times. 


- The Library continued towards its goals of providing access for 
the handicapped with the installation of a wheelchair lift. 


- The Library's collections were developed with the addition of 
5,807 new items (compared to 5,500 in 1986) and the withdrawal 
of 2,473 out-of-date and worn items. In Addition the Library's 
participation in the Minuteman Library Network has resulted 
in the Morse Institute's assuming responsibility for purchasing 
more books in certain subject areas. Other network libraries 
will concentrate on different areas with the hoped goals of 
developing greater depth in our collections while avoiding 
duplication. Total circulation for the Library was 207,407 
compared to 202,000 in 1986. 


- In the Reference Department, we have extended service by 
providing public access to the Minuteman Library Network data 
base by using a compact disc work station. Public use of this 
system has increased awareness of the Network's capabilities. 


- The use of the Library as a literacy center has increased as 
more volunteer tutors and adult learners use various areas of 
the building for reading instruction. 


Looking ahead to 1988, our goals and objectives include the 
following. 


- An on-line public access catalog providing complete author 
title, and subject access to all twenty libraries in the 
Minuteman Library Network. 


- The preparation and development of plans to renovate the 
interior of the Library building to provide more shelf space 
for the varied media forms we now circulate, a user friendly 
computer environment, a quiet area for study, increased shelf 
space for books, and other changes needed to make the Library a 
completely up-to-date facility. 


As always, the Library Staff will continue to meet the everyday 
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needs of the Patrons for reading materials, alternative forms of 
media such as videotapes and the other newer technologies, and 
answers to their library related questions.

BACON FREE LIBRARY 


Young readers had a particularly active year at the Library as 
attendance increased at the Thursday morning Story Hours. Parents 
and children ages three to five dropped by each week during the 
school year for stories, films, crafts, and songs. Throughout 
July and August twenty children of school age participated in the 
Summer Reading Program titled "Balloonists Soar" and celebrated in 
August with a party and film. In addition, films for children 
were shown once a week during the summer, and a special holiday 
Showing took place in December. 


The Friends of the Bacon Free Library found new members and 
Support this year under the inspiration of Mari Lou Miller, 
President; Marita Byrne, Vice-President; Cecily Parker, Secretary; 
and Louisa Caswell, Treasurer. The Friends were always there to 
help out at book sales or whenever the Librarian needed them. In 
December they organized a children's party to create a snowy scene 
to display on the library's walls during the winter months. 


October was the highlight of the year at the library with its 
Organization of Natick's "Oldtown Day". People from all over town 
and beyond visited the library and grounds decked out with 
pumpkins and balloons and viewed the Natick Historical Society's 
Slide show at the museum. Families also toured the Eliot Church 
and cemetery, took a self-guided walking tour of South Natick, 
partook of cider and baked goods, and generally enjoyed the 
beautiful fall day while meeting old friends and making new ones. 


The Natick Historical Society Museum and Library, under the 
direction of Anne Schaller and a volunteer staff, assisted 
visitors on Wednesday afternoons and Saturday mornings with their 
historical and genealogical searches or guided them through the 
museum and its collection of artifacts and historical material 
dating from early Indian days. The goals of the museum staff are 
to continue their work to improve and enlarge the collection, 
located on the lower level of the library building. 
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In the coming year the Bacon Free Library looks forward to 
providing the latest in books and periodicals for its patrons. 
New acquisitions to the cassette tape and children's video 
cassette collection are anticipated. In the future computer 
access for improved Inter-Library Loan service is planned. 


Long-term goals for the Library building include refurbishing the 
interior of the Library and adding carpeting. A fire escape is 
planned as well as repairs to basement floor joists, ceilings, and 
tower windows. Continued maintenance and improvements to the 
grounds are also a priority. 


The Bacon Free Library is open 28 1/2 hours each week, and the 
librarian and her assistants, Priscilla Duval and Peg Huard, are 
there to meet the public's needs for books and information. The 
library is a unique community information source for Natick of 
today and yesteryear.

HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


Two old time and most dedicated members did not seek reappointment 
at the expiration of their terms last June. David Crockett, 
having served on the Commission more than a dozen years, and who 
chaired for the last three resigned when elected president of a 
national historic society. Stephen Evers, historic architect, a 
veteran of six years, several as recording secretary, also 
resigned do to other commitments. 


Stephen Roche, our state liaison, resigned in May having served 
two years. 


On the recommendation of the Commission, the Board of Selectmen 
voted to approve the ascent of W. Joseph Jennings, Patricia Marr, 
and Dean Rozenkranz from Alternates to full membership and to 
appoint as Alternates Katherine Manthorne, John Moran, and Norma- 
Rae Wachs. 


The election of officers was postponed until August when the 
Commission made arrangements for secretarial assistance. Town 
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Administrator, Frederick Conley recommended choosing Ann Wiles of 
the Office of Selectmen, qualified except that she cannot attend 
the evening meetings. Thus, Mr. Edward Allen of the Commission 
volunteered to serve as secretary, assisted by Ms. Wiles. 


Mr. Allen presented a motion conveying the gratitude of the 
Commission to Dorothy Deslongchamps for her long and faithful 
service as secretary. 


The function of the Historic District Commission is to administer 
requests for changes in the external appearance of properties 
within Natick's two historic districts as required by Chapter 40C 
MGL and Town By-Laws.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION 


The Natick Historical Commission concentrated its efforts this 
year on monitoring preservation activity in both private and 
public sectors. Publicly, there has been great concern over the 
impact that the MWRA sewer may have on historical and 
archeologically significant resources of the Town. Through 
written and verbal contact with Town and State officials having 
jurisdiction over this matter, the Commission seeks to avoid 
routing the sewer pipe through the John Eliot Historic District 
where it is known that early Indian grave sites exist. 
Massachusetts General Laws as enforced by the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission will insure further review of specific 
conditions as the MWRA plans develop further. 


In other public activity, the Commission has rallied to the cause 
of preserving the historic c. 1745 Coolidge House on Speen Street. 
Although there has been great sympathy for this cause, apathetic 
directives by public authorities has left the fate of this 
invaluable asset unknown at this date. As a Commission we must 
make stronger demands on Town planning authorities to recognize 
the cultural values of our historic properties when there are 
Opportunities to enhance future planning. 


We are proud of the volunteer efforts this year of the Parks & 
Recreation Commission and Boy Scouts for their restoration of the 
Henry Wilson Shoe Shop. Materials were also generously donated 
for this effort by Debsan Wallpaper. 


This coming year, several members of the historic preservation 
community will be guest lecturing in the Morse Institute sponsored 
Phieeory.,of,- Natick" adult.education course. . This effort will 

enhance public awareness of our unique heritage and hopefuly 

interest more involvement in the preservation movement. We are 

also aware of development plans in the making for other colonial 

period houses which we will actively and publicly seek to preserve. 
Unified efforts by our Commission and other planning agencies of the 
Town will present unique opportunities to enhance our cultural heritage 
for future generations to appreciate and enjoy.

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COUNCIL ON AGING 


The Town of Natick's Council has a membership of eleven, non paid 
members, ten being appointed for three year terms by the Board of 
Selectmen and one, a representative of the Recreation Department 
per the General Laws. John Mathes was appointed to the Council 
this year replacing the late Earl Edmonston. 


Regular meetings, open to the public, are held on the second 
Monday of each month at 2:00 P.M. and posted changes or special 
meetings are arranged as the need is indicated. 


We have been most fortunate for several years past, and currently, 
that through Commonwealth Grant monies, contributions and 
donations from friends, agencies, clubs and organization we have 
generated funds that equal approximately one half of the operating 
costs of the Senior Center. 


Many of our supporters donate useful material goods and equipment 
which enhances the Center's services to the elders and others. 


Our seniors reciprocate; they contribute food to local agencies at 
holiday time and dress donated dolls for an agency for holiday 
gift giving; they give a variety of volunteer services. 


Eventually the Senior Center will be improved to very comfortable 
use. This year the parking area for the entire building was paved 
by the Town and through the grant monies the heating system is 
being improved and double windows have been hung. 


Considering the service reductions by many agencies because of 
lack of funding, the Senior Center has become a greater resource 
center not only for elders, but disabled and families of elders. 


We foresee an expansion of services and an intensification of need 
for our services, as we are experiencing now, while maintaining 
presently important programs of Health Education, employment 
referrals, counseling, fuel and food assistance, nutrition, 
dancing, singing, painting and many other programs and services 
essential to the well being of our population. 


The Council on Aging appreciates the cooperation of Town 
Departments and the supportive assistance of the many who befriend 
the Center; the Clergy, Rotary Club, Natick Lodge of Elks, Senior 
Club, Friends of Natick Senior Center, Inc., Judge Joseph Clancy 
of the Natick District Court and the many friends and volunteers 
who constantly assist us.

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RECREATION PROGRAMS 
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RECREATION & HUMAN SERVICES 


The department has tackled some major problems in the past few 
years and face more in the forseeable future. We have been 
working very hard to renovate deteriorating facilities such as 
courts, the beach, playground areas, animal pens and building a 
workshop building, etc. At the same time providing programs and 
services for the ever increasing demand and waiting lists. 


Looking ahead to the next five years, the Recreation Commission, 
Youth and Human Resources Committee, the Natick Community Farm 
Board and the Juvenile Justice Advisory Committee have all been 
working on long range goals to resolve issues with facility, 
staffing and financial planning. Long range planning discussions 
have revolved around these key issues: 


@e Replace or renovate the Murphy Center facility with a 
functional community center due to deterioration of the 
structure. 

@ Renovate or develop Bennett-Hemenway Courts, Lincoln Center 

Park, Johnson Courts, water system at the Farm, South Natick 

multi-purpose area, barn roof and greenhouse, Pegan Cove Park, 

Camp Mary Bunker, Camp Arrowhead, 14 playgrounds, Dam, Grove 

and Shaw Park, soccer fields, skating and sledding areas, 

Memorial Courts. 

Purchase of land for open space and recreation. 

Provide for the coordination of Human Services within Town. 

Improving communications and networking systems. 

Computerize/automate functions within the department. 

Research and obtain non-taxed based funding. 

Find affordable space for programming. 

Re-evaluate positions in department and make appropriate 

recommendations and/or changes. 

Provide more and better staff training. 

Coordinate fund raising efforts and volunteer program. 


Public input is important to each of the commissions, committees, 
boards and the department. We seek your comments, suggestions and 
advise. 


We would like to thank the Natick businesses, merchants, civic 
organizations, volunteers and residents for your continued 
support, cooperation and generosity.

NATICK COMMUNITY FARM 


The highlight of the 1987 fiscal year was the dedication of the 
Farm Workshop at the May Open House. The Workshop features space 
for classes and work, kitchen facilities for processing farm 
products, bathrooms, and a loft apartment for the Farm Caretaker. 
The Massachusetts Department of Agriculture used the Farm Workshop 
as a site for a teacher-training seminar on agriculture in the 
classroom. Earlier in the year, the Commissioner of Agriculture 
came to the farm to celebrate the beginning of the sugaring season 
by tapping a farm sugar maple. The farm continues to receive 
400-800 visitors a month depending on the season. People of all 
ages come to the farm to view the maple sugaring operation and to 
participate in the work of the farm through educational programs, 
to do volunteer work or to buy farm products. 


NATICK RECREATION AND HUMAN SERVICES DEPARTMENT 

Several sessions sponsored by the Recreation and Human Services 
Department were offered at the farm in the fall and the spring. 
Over 90 children in three groups (pre-school, K-2 and 3-5) came to 
learn about farm crops and to participate in caring for the 
animals. 


The farm director continued a series of in-school programs at 
several of the Natick Elementary Schools. Throughout the year she 
presnted workshops to grades 1-5; November, Grade 2 - animal care; 
February, Grade 4 =- maple syruping; March, Grade 3 - plants; May, 
Grade 5 = poultry incubation; June, Grade 1 - sheep shearing. 

Over 650 school children particpated in these programs. Next 
year, the programs will continue and expand in collaboration with 
the Director of Curriculum for the Natick Schools. 
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Eighty young people from Natick, Wellesley, Newton, Holliston, and 
Milford participated in the Summer '86 work program. They gained 
an understanding of basic job responsibilities as they worked with 
crops, animals and marketing farm products. Crew chiefs who have 
worked successfully at the Farm for several summers supervise 
first year workers. 


Two sessions for handicapped children were offered in the Fall and 
Spring. Children worked with the Farm Staff tending plants and 
caring for animals. Natick's Camp Arrowhead visited the farm on 
several occasions. SMARC from Framingham transported groups of 
handicapped children for regular visits, and used the raised beds 
as part of their summer programs. 


COURT REFERRALS 

The Natick court has sent 6 adults and juveniles to the Farm for 
community service work. This program has been in effect for 
several years and the workers have been successful. We have 
encouraged the probation officers to continue using the Farm as a 
community service site. 


LEONARD MORSE_HOSPITAL 

Once a week, children from the Child Development Unit at the 
hospital come to the Farm for 1-2 hours. With the hospital staff, 
the children help with farm chores and tend their own garden. 


COMMUNITY GARDENS 


25 community garden plots were rented and well tended. 


MAPLE_ SYRUP 

With the purchase of a new arch and a front evaporating pan, and 
some perfect sugaring weather, conditions were ideal for a 
record-breaking year. During the four week season, Farm staff 
worked up to 14 hours a day to produce over 200 gallons of maple 
Syrup. Over 50 visitors came each day -- individuals, small 
groups and school tours-to view the process of gathering sap and 
DOuling it into syrup. 


PLANTS 

The greenhouse again yielded over 7,000 seedlings with the able 
assistance of some adult volunteers. Many seedlings were sold to 
the public and the rest went into our own gardens. The '86 summer 
season was favorable and produce sold quickly at the new market 
stand on Route 16. Outpost Farm in Holliston and the Wellesley 
College Club have been good markets for seedlings and produce. 
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ANIMALS 

The animal population remained stable and healthy during the year. 
The sows produced several big litters, egg production was up and 
the turkeys sold quickly before Thanksgiving. We have continued 
to discuss and study the expense and viability of the cow, goat 
and sheep population. 


FARM PROPERTY 

With the completion of the Workshop in the Spring, all buildings 
and out-buildings at the Farm were in functioning shape. The barn 
roof, however, needs some attention. New fencing provided by an 
area steel company has reduced animal escapes. The pigs will need 
a new location and sty in the coming fiscal year. The greenhouse, 
now 10 years old, needs repair. 


The Farm Director, Lynda Simkins, and the Farm Work Coordinator 
are town employees, receiving both benefits and salary through the 
Department of Recreation and Human Services. The Farm Board 
reimburses the Town of Natick for 52% of the Coordinator's salary. 
Farm personnel are supervised by the head of the Recreation ad 
Human Services Department and are advised by the Farm Board. The 
Farm caretaker is selected and supervised by the Farm Board. Rent 
for the caretaker's apartment is reducéd in exchange for weekend 
farm chores and daily security checks by the caretaker. 


FARM_ FINANCES 

The F.Y. '87 budget was projected at $28,800. The final income 
was $35,975 and the final expense figure was $32,056. Expenses 
were higher than anticipated in the areas of livestock, 
electricity and truck repair. The total income from animals, 
syrup and crops was a new high of $15,945; revenue from programs 
and tours was $902.00 and income from contributions and 
fundraising events totaled $16,037.00. Final expenses with the 
construction of the workshop were just within the original budget 
parmeters. 
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TREE WARDEN 


93 trees were removed this year, 37 by the cooperative effort of 
the utilities. Boston Edison has continued their "Program Trim" 
this year intended to remove that amount of branching which could 
interrupt service. 


Due to unfavorable planting conditions this Spring, the planting 
of a number of replacement trees will be delayed to the Spring of 
1988. Emphasis will be given to a variety of stock adaptable to 
urban conditions. 


Two major projects were given support this year: 


1) The relocation of the Natick District Court to the former 
Lincoln School. The Tree Warden "adopted" the job of landscaping 
of the new facility. Modifications were made to the parking 
layout to preserve one shade tree that had become the subject of 
much discussion. 


With the eminent closing of the municipal parking lot on Clarendon 
Street, we relocated 11 Maples and 6 Hemlocks to strategic 
locations in the new traffic island and along the Westerly 
perimeter of the new court house. Additional foundation plantings 
were salvaged from the Common and transplanted to the East Central 
site. Other plantings have been donated to complete this project 
in the early Spring. 


2) Coordination with the renovation program on the Common & Main 
Street; including the overseeing the removal of trees and shrubs 
and the placement of the new plantings that could be done this 
Fall. My congratulations to downtown merchants for their support 
and to the Walter Reed Corporation for their efforts in 
accomplishing the major part of the construction in such a 
dilligent manner. By the Spring of 1988, this completed project 
will become a tremendous asset to the revitalization of downtown 
Natick. 


An application for recertification under "Tree City U.S.A" for 
1987, with the theme "Planting for the Future" has been submitted.

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SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT & PEST CONTROL 


The impacts of the heavy insect infestations in the early 1980's 
are still being evidenced in many areas of Town with die-back, 
growth retardance and root damage. Recovery is fairly complete in 
Smaller trees, but older stock continues to be effected by many 
secondary forces such as root rot, bark death and the loss of 
conductive tissue. Total removal of many of these older trees may 
be necessary. 


Diagnosing of tree problems now requires analyzing a whole series 
of issues from insects, viruses, pathogens, nemotodes to climatic 
conditions, etc., to determine the extent of a given tree problem. 


Many of these problems are caused by secondary infection, brought 
on by the weakened condition of a tree. 


Early diagnosis and a well rounded tree maintenance program is 
Still critical. 


I remain active in training and recertification.

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LAND USE COMMITTEE 


At its meeting in January 1987, the Committee discussed possible 
changes in parking, height and open-space requirements for the RM 
and downtown mixed-use zones. Articles addressing these subjects 
were prepared and approved in February for submission to the Town 
Meeting. They were subsequently adopted as zoning changes. 


The committee then submitted requests for proposals to a number of 
planning firms. These concerned the "downtown" district: its 
bounds, and its future development. Several planning 
organizations responded and the Committee interviewed three of 
them. Since it appeared that a great deal of the information 
needed for such an anlysis and study was already available to the 
Town in several places, it was decided that further action on this 
matter would await the opportunity to gather such information 
together and decide just what kind of study would be most helpful. 


With the progress of the redesign of the Natick Common, the work 
on the streets and sidewalks around it, the forthcoming study of 
reuse of existing municipal facilities, etce., the Committee is 
preparing to reopen the matter of professional help. It should be 
possible to put together a more specific request for proposals in 
1988.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The continued intense development pressures and booming local real 
estate market continued to place added responsibilities upon the 
Conservation Commission in 1987. In response to these 
developments, the commission attempted to lead the way with 
innovative legislative efforts, but repeatedly found itself 
hampered by personnel and budgetary constraints. 


The commissions 1987 activities can be classified into two 
categories: its actions as the local administrator of the 
Massachusets Wetlands Protection Act, and as a forum for local 
expression and action to environmental issues and concerns. 
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In the first category, the now nearly non-existent supply of 
buildable land combined with burgeoning demands for both 
residential and commerical properties forced local builders to 
propose large-scale developments on properties which can only be 
clasified as borderline. A high percentage of new development in 
Natick in 1987 came under the jurisdiction of the Wetlands 
Protection Act, either because the development included some 
wetlands or waterway within the parcel, or because the development 
would affect a nearby resource area. This phenonmenon resulted in 
the commission conducting 18 public hearings pursuant to the Act, 
issuing 9 Orders of Conditions, 9 Determinations of Applicability 
and 3 Certificates of Compliance. 


The commission continues to be a party to the appeal of its Order 
of Conditions on the proposed Hunnewell Woods project to the State 
Department of Environmental Quality Engineering. This appeal, 
combined with the enormous number of new development proposals 
under the Wetlands Protection Act, has placed great strains on the 
part-time commission. The commission has felt increasingly 
hampered as it has no staff, other than a part-time secretary, 
which can assist in conducting field inspections, compliance 
checks, maintaining files and records, attending other hearings or 
drafting documents. Even the involved appeal proceedings 
conerning Hunnewell Woods has brought no technical or legal 
assistance. This situation became increasingly apparent in 1987, 
as large-scale developments at Lookout Farms and Hopewell Farms in 
South Natick came before the commission. 1988 promises to be even 
busier, as the two proposed Howard Fafard developments, Hamlet 
and Sanctuary, are due to come before the commission. 


The commission feels that it is imperative to continue to explore 
various possibilities for the acquisition of real estate to 
preserve open space for conservation purposes. This can be 
accomplished either by the outright purchase of Conservation Land, 
as in the purchase of Camp Mary Bunker in 1985, or through the 
purchase of agricultural or conservation restrictions. The 
commission will continue to seek the support of Town Meeting to 
acquire conservation properties as they become available. 
Unfortunately, the 1987 Annual Town Meeting rejected a 
commission-sponsored effort to enact a local Land Bank which could 
have funded these efforts. The commission will continue to 
sponsor legislative efforts in this area in 1988. The commission 
in 1987 received with regret the resignation of member Kathy Curry 
who supplied much needed technical and expertise to the commission 
as well as energy and vitality and enthusiastically greeted the 
appointment of Michael Bliss.

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PERSONNEL BOARD 


The Personnel Board has focused in the past year on the review of 
Collective Bargaining Agreements and participated to some degree 
in negotiating sessions to develop a greater awareness of 
Management and labor proposals. This seemed to be a healthy 
process and aided in the settlement of contracts ina timely 
fashion with fairness to both the taxpayers and the employees of 
the Town. 


Performance Appraisal continues to be a high priority of the Board 
and the inclusion of a mechanism for implementing the evaluation 
of work performance in all the departments and bargaining units 
was a priority of negotiations.

The professionalization of the 
personnel function is proceeding with the cooperation of all the 
parties.

DATA PROCESSING ADVISORY BOARD 


The major focus on municipal Data Processing for the past year was 
seeking a comprehensive hardware and software solution for the 
automation of the Police and Fire Departments on the Town. 


In April the Annual Town Meeting appropriated nearly a quarter 
million dollars to purchase software and hardware for the Public 
Safety Departments. Tremendous research was done on the needs of 
Natick and the availability of compatible solutions to those 
needs. A comprehensive "Request for Proposals" was prepared from 
this process. A task force of D.P. Advisory Board and department 
representatives from Police and Fire was named, headed by the 
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Communication and Technical Services Coordinator. Visitations to 
Towns accross Massachusetts, demonstrations from as far away as 
California and review of literature from countless hardware and 
software vendors led up to the final selection. 


The process has been completed and a recommendation is about to go 
to the Selectmen for award. This is the second step in achieving 
joint dispatch for Police and Fire and a major step to bring the 
Departments up to the 80's in technology and information sharing. 


We are continuing with success of joint operations of the Towns 
computing with the Schools and in particular the financial and 
payroll applications. 


1988 holds some challenges for all of us as we seek to provide 
some long range solutions to the land base systems of the Town and 
face some critical decisions about the capacity and structure of 
the present system. 


Appreciation is extended to the staff and all departments of the 


Town for their continued dedication to the task of providing 
automation in Natick.

NATICK HOUSING AUTHORITY 


As the Natick Housing Authority continues to move along during 
our forty year anniversary we look back at 1987 as a year of 
accomplishments along with frustration. The Authority's 
Executive Board dedicated the year to the efforts of past Board 
Members, Staff and Tenants who, over the past forty years, have 
always put forth their best efforts to provide increased housing 
opportunities for Town residents and their loved ones. To that 
end the Natick Housing Authority Board and Staff have undertaken 
management initiatives that have resulted in the Authority being 
self-sufficient and once again not a burden on State or Federal 
tax dollars. The Authority has also secured, through a tough and 
competitive process, two important state grants to improve our 
existing housing stock. NHA family tenants will be the 
beneficiary of $1.7 million dollars to remodel all former Chapter 
200 Veteran Housing Units. NHA elderly tenants will also benefit 
from a $264,400 grant from the State which will assist the 
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Authority in our continuing efforts to improve the quality of 
life for all our housing residents. 


The year also was one of frustration that prevented the Authority 
from actually attaining public affordable housing units which will 
go a long way toward reaching our housing goals. The coming year 
should see the twenty (20) new congregate housing units in the 
former William Coolidge House, sixteen (16) new family units at 
the West School property, eight (8) at the Forest Green family 
apartment complex and site and building improvements at Cedar 
Gardens Elderly Housing Development. The Authority, Board and 
Staff recognizes this ambitious agenda for F.Y. 1988, our forty 
(40) year anniversary, but a recommittment to quality is once 
again the NHA's top priority. The Board and Staff of the NHA 

will also put efforts into trying to develop a balanced housing 
program for the Town of Natick and its residents by developing 
programs to assist first time home buyers in Natick, daycare 
options and special needs housing for less fortunate women and 
children. 


The year is once again dedicated to the hundreds of Board Members, 
employees and tenants who over the last forty (40) years never 
stopped believing that the struggle was worthy of their best 
efforts.

(c) No person shall smoke in any elevator accessible to the 
public. 


(d) No person shall smoke in any room to which the public is 
invited or in which the public is permitted, including but not 
limited to, any health care facility, classroom, lecture hall, 
theater, motion picture theater, opera house, concert hall, 
library, auditorium, school, retail store, reception area, 
restroom or lavatory, waiting room, or public area of a bank, but 
not including any private residence nor any restaurant or other 
place mentioned in subsection (e) nor any party, beano game, 
social reception, or fraternal or veteran's organization. 


(e) This subsection shall not apply to any restaurant with a 
seating capacity of fewer than twenty-five (25) persons. Nor 
shall this subsection apply to any area with a seating capacity of 
fewer than seventy-five (75) persons, which is used primarily for 
selling alcoholic beverages for consumption on the premises and in 
which any sale of food or presentation of entertainment is 
incidental to the sale of such beverages. 


No person shall smoke in any restaurant except in specifically 
designated smoking areas. This prohibition does not apply in 
cases in which an entire room or hall is used for a private social 
function and not by the proprietor or person in charge of the 
restaurant. 


Smoking areas may be designated by the proprietor or other person 
in charge of a restaurant, except in places in which smoking is 
prohibted by the Fire Marshall or by other law or regulation. 
Smoking areas designated so shall comprise no more than 
seventy-five (75) percent of the seating capacity of the 
restaurant. Where smoking areas are designated, existing physcial 
barriers and ventiliation systems shall be used to minimize the 
toxic effect of smoke on persons in adjacent non-smoking areas.

In compliance with Section 61, Chapter 41, General Laws, submitted 
herewith is the annual report of the Accounting Department for the fiscal 
period July 1, 1986 to June 30, 1987, inclusive. 


All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town 
Departments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal require- 
ments before being submitted to the Treasurer for payments. The payments, 
which were presented on 319 Treasury Warrants, amounted to $58,605,128. 20. 
Warrants payable as of June 30, 1987 totaled $1,058,703.80. 


The total receipts from July 1, 1986 to June 30, 1987, inclusive, 
were $60,987,347.01. The cash balance on hand June 30, 1987 $10,693,680. 26, 
which is an increase of $1,276,459.04 over the balance on hand at the end 
of the previous fiscal period. 


Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State 
approved forms to all Town Officers, Committees and Boards charged with 
the expenditure of Town funds. 


Detailed statements of all departmental budgets were compiled showing 
amounts for each item expended in 1986-1987, appropriated for 1986-1987 and 
requested for 1987-1988. Copies of each budget were forwarded to the 
Finance Committee. 


The unexpended appropriation balances exclusive of Sewer, Water, 
Conservation, Recreation and Parking Meter amounted to $905,394.36, an 
increase of $542,557.54 over the prior year. 


As required by law, under Section 54A, Chapter 41, General Laws, 
notice was given to the Assessors of the total 1986-1987 receipts, 
except from taxes, loans, trust fund, federal grants and revolving 
funds, and the source of such receipts was specified.
